PITCHING PRESIDENTS 


Baseball's Old Fox leaves legacy of V.I.P. memories 


For some 44 years it has been traditional for 
the President of the U.S. to open the major 
league baseball season with a presidential pitch. 
The man who started this custom died last 


week in a Washington hospital at the age of 


89. He was Clark C. Griffith, owner and pres- 
ident of the Washington Senators, and over 
the broad span of his life, eight Presidents, 
with varying degrees of athletic prowess, have 
lobbed balls onto the field. 

The idea of the presidential pitch occurred 
to Griffith in 1912, his first year as manager

and part owner of the Washington team after 
he had retired from his career as a major league 
pitcher. The President then was William How- 
ard Taft, whose brother owned the Philadel- 
phia National League ball club and who, hap- 
pily for Griffith, had been a semi-pro pitcher 
himself. “Why, sure, Griff,” said Taft. “Tl 
be glad to start the ball rolling.” Since then, 
Presidents have been winging out baseballs, 
always with Griffith, the legendary Old Fox of 
the baseball diamond, standing by contentedly 
in his role as presidential host in the ball park.

BYRNES: ‘YOU ARE NO CAESAR’ 


In describing his own nomination for the vice presi- 
dency in 1944, Truman reported an attempt by Byrnes 
to enlist Truman's help in winning that office for him- 
self: “In July 1944 Byrnes... told me that President 
Roosevelt had decided on him as the new nominee for 
Vice President, and he asked me if I would nominate 
him at the convention. I told him I would be glad 
to doit.... 

“I did not learn until some time later... that the 
President, far in advance of the Democratic convention, 
told [party leaders| that he preferred Truman over 
Wallace, Douglas or Byrnes... . 1 believe . . . that 
Byrnes knew that the President had named me sal the 
time he asked me to nominate him at the convention.” 
From his home in Spartanburg, S.C., Byrnes replies: 


It was shocking to read that Mr, 

Truman believes I deceived him 
. with reference to the vice presi- 

dential nomination in 1944, I 

did not tell him President Roo- 

sevelt would advocate my nom- 

ination. [ did not know that the 

President favored him. Prior to 

my talk with Mr. Truman, Pres- 

ident Roosevelt, in a conversa- 
tion over the telephone, of which IT have shorthand 
notes, told me political bosses had expressed a pref- 
erence for Mr. Truman or Mr. Douglas, but that he 
had expressed no such preference, 

It is difficult for me to understand how Mr. Tru- 
man could possibly have asked a man he believed 
euilty of deceit to occupy such a position of trust as 
Secretary of State—particularly, since he states he 
selected me because of his belief that I was the man 
best ‘comeciad to succeed to the presidency i in case 
of his death. . 


In January 1946, Truman had a violent administrative 
clash with Secretary of State Byrnes, charging that 
Byrnes had failed to keep him properly informed on 
the Moscow conference of foreign ministers. 

“FT told [Byrnes] I did not like the way I had been 


left in the dark about the Moscow conference. I said I 


would not tolerate a repetition of such conduct.” 
Byrnes replies: 


My previous writings make clear that I always had 
the impression, while I was Secretary of State, that 
Mr. Truman had unreserved confidence in me. I cer- 
tainly endeavored to consult him on problems likely 
to confront us in international conferences to keep 
him informed of the progress of negotiations, so far 
as the difficulties of communications from distant 
points like Moscow permitted. . 

Had President Truman read to me in January 
1946 the “lecture’’-he now reports, I certainly would 
have resigned immediately . . . because of my deep 
conviction that the President of the United States 
must at all times have complete confidence in his 
Secretary of State, and that it would have been 
detrimental to the national interest for me to re- 
main in office if I did not enjoy such confidence. . . . 
While [ was in office and for two and a half years 
thereafter... [our] relations remained cordial, un- 
til I made an address... in June 1949 in which I 
was critical of the degree of government spending

WALLACE: ‘TRUMAN SAID HE WAS TO BLAME’ 


The event that ultimately brought on Truman’s demand 
for Henry Wallace’ sresi ignationasSecretary of Commerce 
was Wallace's speech in New York: on Sept. 12, 1945, 
which Truman characterized as “an all-out attack on our 
foreign policy” (Lire, Oct. 24). On Sept. 10," Truman 
wrote, “Wallace had a 15-minute appointment with me. 
... Just before he left... Wallace mentioned that he 
would deliver a speech in New York on the 12th. ... 
There was, of course, no time for me to read the speech, 

even in part. 

“Thad a press conference on the morning of the 12th, 
and one of the reporters asked me if Mr. Wallace's speech 
that night had my approval. I said yes, it did. Of course, 
I should have said, “He's told me he’s going to make a 
speech,” because everyone promptly took my answer to 
mean that I had read the speech and approved every 
part of its content.” 

From his farm in South Salem, N.Y., Mr. Wallace 


writes: 


In this short statement I can 
enumerate only a few of the 
essential facts, which Mr. Tru- 
man has evidently forgotten. I 
quote verbatim from my notes 
made at the time: 

Sept. 10, 1946, At the meet- 
ing with the President I went 
over page by page, with him, my 
Madison Square Garden speech. 

. Again and again, he said, “that’s right,” “yes, 
that is what [ believe.” He didn’t have a single 
change to suggest. ... 

President Truman held one copy of the speech and 
T held the other. And as we turned the pages togeth- 
er, I called his attention to various passages. When 
I read him the words, “I am neither anti-British nor 
pro-British—neither anti-Russian nor pro-Russian,”” 
he-was very emphatic in his approval... . 

The speech, as is customary in Washington, was 
distributed about eight hours before I was to give it. 
Some of the reporters took it with them to the 4 p.m. 
presidential press conference. ... Mr. Truman on

These answers, as reported i in many newspapers, stirred up Secre- 
tary Byrnes in Paris and caused President Truman on Sept. 18 to say 
tome... that “Jimmy (Secretary Byrnes) had blamed him (Truman) 
more than he had me (Wallace). Truman said that he himself was 
more to blame than I.” 

The speech, as given to the press, had had President Truman’s 
approval listed only once. As actually delivered, the second and 
only other extemporaneous approval came up in connection with 
the following: ... Lhe interests of world peace demand that China 
remain free from any sphere of influence either politically or eco- 
nomically.” 

The leftwingers i in the audience booed and hissed, so T added, . 
“Mr. Truman read that particular sentence and approved it.’ 

It is this incident, concerning which Mr. Truman now says, “He 
(Wallace) said, at the most critical point in the speech, that he had 
talked to me in this vein and that I had approved... .” 

I was enunciating the old Hay Doctrine of the Open Door in China 
..» He had approved the doctrine when I read it to him, and the most 
conservative person would scarcely object to it today.... 


BIDDLE: ‘It SAID | WAS NOT PLEASED’ 


Truman reported (Lire, Oct. 10) that. Attorney General Francis Biddle “quit 
voluntarily” on May 23, 1945, because’ "I do not believe that he was as well 
satisfied with measa liberal President as he had been with my predecessor.” 
On Biddle’s successor, Truman says, “T asked Biddle whom he would rec- 
ommend to take his place, and he suggested Tom Clark.” From IW ashing- 
ton, where he now practices law, Mr. Biddle writes: 


...In May of 1945... I saw the President. He 
said to me that he was satisfied with my work as 
Attorney General but since the position was a 
personal one and particularly close to the Presi- 
dent, he wished to appoint someone with whom 
he would be more intimate. . . . 

I asked him if he would mind telling me who 
was to be my successor. He said certainly and 
that I would be pleased—it was to be Tom Clark. 
... 1 said that I was not pleased and that I would 
not have recommended him. ... I sent in my resignation in the next 
two or three days. 

The President writes that there was no ill feeling between us. That 
is exact. ... [Later]... we got ona very friendly footing and I grew 
to admire his consistent courage and liberal outlook. 


CROWLEY: ‘MR. TRUMAN IS IN ERROR’ 


Truman reported (Lire, Oct. 10) that Foreign Economic Administrator Leo 
Crowley and Acting Secretary of State Joseph C. Grew brought him an order 
cutting back Lend-Lease, which the President signed “without reading.” 
A mong Our Allies abroad, Truman LYS, “the storm broke almost at once,’ 
Truman. blamed this particularly on the fact that “Crowley interpreted the 
order literally and placed an embargo on all shipments . . . even to the ex- 
tent of having some of the ships turned around and brought back to Ameri- 
can ports. ... The result was that I rescinded the order.” From Chicago, 
where he now serves as chairman of the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and 


Pacific Railroad, Mr. Crowley writes: 


Mr. Truman is in error in his memoirs in stating 
that the meeting in his office on May 8 had to do 
with the discontinuance of Lend-Lease as the 
meeting was actually for the purpose of review- 
ing the procedure to be followed in the contin- 
uance of Lend-Lease to our Allies in the prosecu- 
tion of the second phase of the war... . Those 
charged with Lend-Lease -had repeatedly stated 
that Lend-Lease was solely a war measure. .. .

The last evening the Woodwards were to spend together began not unus- 
ually for them: they were guests at a party given by their neighbor Mrs, 
George F. Baker Sr. for the Duchess of Windsor. During the evening they 
talked about an event that had made a deep impression on both. Only 
that morning they discovered their place had been entered by a prowler. 

After the couple had driven home through a storm that pounded rain 
against the windshield, they searched the house where their sons and a 
servant were sleeping. Apprehensive still, Mrs. Woodward took a British 
Churchill double-barreled shotgun from a rack and her husband took a 
shotgun too. They retired to their separate bedrooms. 

On her first account of what happened next, Mrs. Woodward said 
she heard their dog barking and fired at a shadowy figure in the hall. 
Later she said she fired blindly into the darkness. She insisted with each 
telling that she thought the target was the prowler. On Tuesday morning 
the police arrested a man who admitted that he had been on the grounds 
the night before the shooting. But he said the dog had not barked at him.

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SOCIETY'S SWITCH 
TO PUBLICIETY 


Woodward set lives in an aura of violent headlines

Author of The Proper Bostonians and The Last Resorts, Cleveland A mory ts 
today’s most acute reporter of changing manners and crumbling bastions of 
capital-S Society. Here he examines its new offshoot which he calls “Pub- 
ticiety,” the gilded world in which William Woodward Jr. lived and died. 


|NCREDIBLE as the Woodward tragedy was, 
it is hardly more incredible than the society 
which produced it, 

The day of the funeral the flags of William 
Woodward Jr.’s clubs—the Knickerbocker, the 
Brook, the Piping Rock and the Racquet and 
Tennis—were at half staff. But Bill Woodward 
himself, a shy and reticent man, would have 
been most surprised at what he would have 
called the public turnout. Nine hundred peo- 
ple were inside St. James’s Church and thou- 
sands more lined Madison Avenue. It was, an 
enthusiastic policeman assured me, the big- 
gest funeral since Babe Ruth's. 

There was even a servant problem—for once 
in reverse. Upstairs maids and downstairs 
maids, nurses and governesses, butlers, door- 


men and even a few remaining footmen de-. 


manded the morning off from East Side homes 
and apartments and descended on the church. 
It was the greatest exodus of help since the 
passing of Mrs. Hamilton McKown Twombly, 
the last granddaughter of the first Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. 

This too was fitting. Help as a class is the 
most snobbish of all groups when it comes to 
people ‘of good family,” although they haven't 
the slightest idea what the phrase means. They 
would be disillusioned if they were told that 
the Society of Mayflower Descendants is a 
Society all right but it isn’t very social. They 
would be amazed if they were told that the 
Social Register has been run for several dec- 
ades by the daughter of a railroad conductor. 
And they would be dumbfounded if they knew 
that Ward MeAllister, the man who named 
the Four Hundred, was a pompous, fatuous, 
self-appointed arbiter who was finally and for 
all time cashiered by Stuyvesant Fish, who, in 
unappointing him, said that he was nothing 
more than a discharged servant. 

But the funeral of William Woodward Jr. 
was more than a public spectacle for the mor- 
bid, the many and the help. For those who 
really knew him it was a moving and desperate- 
ly sad occasion, His mother, Mrs. William 
Woodward Sr., a widow herself of hardly more 
than two years, sat erect and motionless, in 
deep black old-fashioned mourning, in her 
pew. With her, in blue suits, were her two 
erandchildren, William Jr.’s sons, 11 and 7, 
and, in black, her four married daughters. Her 
only son was lying in the casket bedecked by 
flowers in the red and white colors of his Belair 
Stud racing stable. Her daughter-in-law, the 
woman who had shot her son, was not there. 

In a way this was as it should have been. 
Funerals, churchgoing, gatherings of the clan 
—even the final tragic one—these are a basic 
part of the world of Mrs. William Woodward 
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Sr. They are not—although on this occasion 
through no fault of hers save that the doctors 
would not permit her to attend—a part of the 
world of Mrs. William Woodward Jr. 

The world of Mrs. William Woodward Sr. is 
the world of society in the best sense of the 
old Four Hundred. Born one of New York’s 
Cryder triplets, married to one of New York's 
most successful bankers, she has long reigned 
as one of the city’s most distinguished hostesses 
and still reigns as perhaps its most distin- 
suished dowager. 

If Society over the country still amounted 
to enough to have such a thing as a recognized 
“queen,” Mrs. Woodward would be one of the 
foremost candidates—if for no other reason 
than because no one would refuse more quick- 
ly. Even when the late and rather ridiculous 
Mrs. Vanderbilt had the title, Mrs. Woodward 
recognized it for what it was—an artificial 
creation of an artificial press. For Mrs. Wil- 
liam Woodward Sr. belongs to the day before 
today, a time when, as her friend Miss Alice 
Brayton has put it, a lady’s name should ap- 
pear in the papers three times—when she is 
born, when she marries and when she dies. 


Two worlds of two Mrs. Woodwards 


HIS was, as I have said, the best of the 

old Four Hundred. There was snobbery 
here, it is true, and social-climbing and stupid- 
ity and anti-Semitism. But it was a private stul- 
tification. Publicly there was at least a front 
of dignity and decency. More important still, 
both privately and publicly, it was a principled 
world. There was a recognized code of weights 
and measures, standards and values. ground 
rules and foul lines. These were not always 
adhered to but the people who lived by them 
and, most important of all, the people who 
looked up to the people who lived by them, 
knew at least that they were supposed to be 
there. 

If that is the world of Mrs. William Wood- 
ward Sr., what then is the world of Mrs. Wil- 
liam Woodward Jr.? It has been variously de- 
scribed as Cafe Society, the Long Island Set, 
the Woodward Set, the Horsy Set and even 
the Jet Set. I do not think that any of these 
words are accurate. The impact of the tragedy 
has made me think of a word which I believe 
best describes the world of Ann Woodward. 
That word is Publiciety. 

The members of Publiciety may or may not 
be members of Society in the old sense. They 
may or may not be members of Cafe Society in 
the sense of prominent attendance in cafes 
and nightclubs. But one thing they all have 
as highest uncommon denominator—a name.

In the old days one made the lower rungs of 
Four Hundred society by getting one’s name 
in the papers, the higher rungs by keeping it 
out. Today one still makes the lower rungs of 
Publiciety by getting one’s name in the paper 
—but one also makes the higher rungs by 
keeping it there. It is a crazy jumble of public- 
ity-because-of-prominence or prominence-be- 
cause-ol-publicity, one is never sure which. 
But again one thing is certain. The names 
themselves want it that way. 

I would date the birth of Publiciety with 
the birth of the so-called Glamor Girl debu- 
tantes. The No. 1 Glamor Girl No. 1 was the 
late Eleanor (“Cookie”) Young, Robert R. 
Young’s daughter, who was later killed in an 
air crash. No. 1 Glamor Girl No, 2 was Gloria 
(“Mimi”) Baker, half sister of Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt, who later became Wife No. 2 of 
one of the Topping boys. With the advent of 
No. 1 Glamor Girl No. 3, Brenda Frazier, Pub- 
liciety really came into its own. The press 
agent of the Stork Club persuaded Brenda to 
a5 things in a big way, and Brenda, who still 
so does things today, did. Ironically Brenda— 
whose name some papers omitted from the 
guest list of the party before the fateful killing 
—was not only indeed present, she sat at din- 
ner beside William Woodward Jr. and after- 
ward talked, for some time, to Ann.

the tradition of the hard group in which the 
tragedy occurred, none was harder than the 
one told by a “friend” of Ann Woodward. 
“She could have done one thing worse,” she 
said. ““She-could have shot Nashua.” 
In a frightening respect this was accurate. 
Nashua was the name here in the same way 
that the Duchess of Windsor was the name 
for the party which preceded the tragedy. 
Mrs. George F. Baker Sr., who gave the party 
in the Duchess’ honor, is a member of the old 
Four Hundred Society. But everything else 
about the tragedy seems to have been dictated 
by the anarchical climate of the Publiciety. 
“We have tentatively listed the death as an 
accident,” said the district attorney of Nassau

County. Nonetheless, the evidence remains 
that in the past 25 vears what the police have 

achieved here and abroad on Publiciety kill- 
ings, whether accidental like this one or out- 
right murder, is not impressive. 

In 1952 Zachary Smith Reynolds, 20, heir 
to a multimillion-dollar cigaret fortune, was 
found on his sleeping porch shot through the 
right temple. His wife, Libby Holman, was 
later exonerated, 

In 1933 John R. Fell, 32, grandson of An- 
thony Drexel, was found dving of a stab wound 
on the floor of his hotel room in Java. His 
wife, a former Ziegfeld Follies girl, was weep- 
ing hysterically beside him. 

In 1943 Sir Harry Oakes, 69, American-born 
mining engineer who discovered one of the 
world’s richest gold mines, was discovered dead 
in his home in Nassau, his body evidencing 
both severe burns and beating. 

In 1949 Grenville (“Beans”) Baker, 27, son 
of Mrs. George F. Baker Sr., was found shot 
in the head beside his wrecked jeep on a lonely 
road of his family’s famous Horseshoe Planta- 
tion in 1] ‘allahassee, Fla. 

Last and least, in 1955, Serge Rubinstein, 
46, millionaire financial finagler, was found 
dressed in midnight-blue silk pajamas, bound 
with a Venetian-blind cord, gagged and stran- 
gled, in his Fifth Avenue home. 

None of these killings has ever been solved. 
Two of them, those of Sir Harry Oakes and 
Serge Rubinstein, were established as mur- 
ders. The death of John R. Fell was at first 
believed to be suicide but was later held to 
be accidental. The cases of Zachary Smith 


Reynolds and Grenville (“Beans”) Baker were 
not even solved to that extent. 

It would seem, then. that Publiciety has, in 
a grimly literal way, almost killed Society. 

The desire of outsiders to attach themselves 
to a story has not helped police pierce the 
mysteries which always surround such cases. 
In the Woodward case the first private lawyer 
to get to the scene was Sol Rosenblatt, a name 
lawyer. Both Paul Wirths Jr., who admitted 
he was the prowler Ann Woodward feared, and 
Steve Smith, night watchman for the adjoin- 
ing Cinerama laboratory next door, next made 
“names” for themselves. And when the dis- 
trict attorney for Nassau County was asked if, 
among the other guests, he would question the 
Duchess of Windsor, he promptly replied that 
he certainly would. 

As for the Duchess herself, she said that 
in her. opinion the Woodwards were an “ideal” 
couple. 

And so, by the ideals of Publiciety, they 
probably were. For if the names themselves of 
this new society are a crazy jumble, the ideals 
and standards are worse than Evelyn Nesbit, 
the Floradora Girl who married Harry K. Thaw, 
could have dreamed of—even from her red 
velvet swing. 

In Publiciety there are no ideals—there are

just I-deals. It is a whole world of “an I for an 
I,” a world of feuds and fashions and photo- 
graphs and gossip columns and sleeping pills 
and separate bedrooms. Relations between the 
sexes are so complicated that the only way vou 
can tell if members of the set are “going to- 
gether” is if they're married. Then, almost 
surely, they are not. 

Names are important, of course, but married 
names are as unimportant as the marriages 
themselves. Indeed, many of the girls prefer 
to keep their professional names which, since 
Publiciety is almost a profession itself, is con- 
sidered entirely in keeping. “It’s silly of the 
police to investigate the Woodwards’ marital 
life,” one member of the Publiciety set told 
me. “In the marital life of any one of us they 
could find reasons for murder.” 

If outsiders were so naive as to believe that 
the Woodward killing would put a damper on 
the activities of Publiciety, they were sorely 
mistaken. Activities did not even slow down, 
and as always—for that is the main reason for 
the activities—they were widely covered in 
the press. 

Sunday, the day of the killing, Mrs. Lyon 
Slater gave a large luncheon in honor of the 
Duchess of Windsor. Tuesday, the night be- 
fore the funeral, Michael Butler, described in 


the gossip columns as the Duchess’ “‘latest 
favorite,’ gave another dinner in her honor. 
Wednesday, the day of the funeral, Mrs. Har- 
old Brooks gave still another dinner in honor 
of the Duchess. 

Meanwhile, of course, almost all of Pub- 
liciety—though not the Winston Guests and 
the “Laddie”’ Sanfords, who refused the par- 
ties—found they barely had time to dress for 
the funeral. For in between the luncheons 
and the dinners in honor of the Duchess, 
they were at the Colony and El Morocco lunch- 
ing and nightclubbing as usual. “They seemed 
to treat the whole thing,” said an awed on- 
looker, “like a rather successful floor show.” 


Cinderellas by the dozen 


ANY commentators on the Woodward 

killing played hard on the Cinderella an- 
gle—the fact that Ann Eden Woodward was 
the daughter of a Detroit street car conductor. 
To Publiciety there was nothing extraordinary 
about this. One young lady was reminded of 
the old joke about the colored boys found at 
night in the chicken coop by the sheriff. “Ain't 
nobody here but us Cinderellas,” she said. 
“You re Cinderella unless you’re Doris Duke 
or Barbara Hutton. Then you're a Poor Little 
Rich Girl.” 

Again, in a strange way, this young lady was 
correct. In Publiciety there are several girls 
from small communities in Ohio alone and 
the number of men who prefer to draw their 
wives from the small towns of the South 
and West, particularly from among the many 
girls who, like Ann Woodward, have used 
modeling or stage careers as an entree to 
Publiciety, is almost endless. 

Cinderella wives are particularly common 
among the much married third and fourth gen- 
erations. John Jacob Astor IIT has up to now 
had three wives, Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. five 
wives, Tommy Manville nine wives, and Bob 
and Dan Topping have together had 10 wives 
—although this figure is not quite fair because 
one wife, Arline Judge, married, at different 
times, both of them. 

The final fact of both the Cinderella story 
and the Woodward killing is that so many of 
these wives, upon entering the life of Publi- 
ciety, leave their parents totally behind them. 

No comment was more touching than that 
of Mr. J. C. Crowell, of Gaylord, Mich., who 
frst read, with little interest, of the killing of 
William Woodward Jr. by Ann Eden Wood- 
ward. Later, when he learned who Ann Eden 
Woodward was, he could not believe it. 

“I always thought,” he said, “Eve Arden, 
the television actress, was my daughter.”

If “all the world loves a lover,”, why did people who had so 
avidly followed the love life of Princess Margaret feel a sense 
of relief when she decided not to marry Peter Townsend (see 
p. 49)? The British certainly felt so; besides lovers, they love 
animals, martyrs to duty or eccentricity, and the institution 
of monarchy, which the princess’s problem threatened to 
weaken. Even Englishmen who think the Church of England’s 
views on divorce are foolish, even Englishmen who think 
the church should be disestablished, are always disturbed to 
see these rules defied by royalty so long as they are part of 
the British constitution, Americans who want to know how 
the British have felt about Margaret could do worse than 
remember how we feel when a constitutional issue is drama- 
tized, for instance by Franklin Roosevelt's Court bill in 1937. 

We also owe a moment's reflection on why constitutions, 
even when thev seem irrational, are worth a fight. The British 
unwritten constitution, of which the powerless monarchy is 
an essential part, has for centuries been the focus of the 
British people's consent to be governed. It is the sign of the 
government's fegitimacy, in the profound sense of that word 
given it by the late Historian G. Ferrero. This elusive quality 
of governments can make the difference between order and 
disorder. And it appears all the more important when, calling 
a roll of governments today, one sees how few of them can 
claim the kind of legitimacy which the British and American 
constitutions have earned. 

A legitimate government may be monarchic, republican or 
democratic; what matters is that its juridical principles and 
political procedures are popularly assented to. This is the 


undoubted case with governments today in Scandinavia, in 
the Lowlands, in Switzerland. It is problematic in the new 
governments of Asia, since legitimacy requires time to estab- 
lish itself. But time is not the only consideration; even the 
Communist regime of Yugoslavia, whose revolution had a 
national ‘base. could earn legitimacy quickly if it will trust 
and be trusted by its people. 

On the other hand even some old European countries lack 
legitimate governments, notably France and Spain. Theirs 
function and are tolerated, but a constitutional flaw divides 
them from their people. Spaniards cannot be sure whether 
Franco governs them by right of a victorious revolution, or 
as a trustee for the off-stage monarchy, Frenchmen have yet 
to resolve their intellectual conflicts of 1789, and have tried 
too many forms of government since then to believe in any 
of them. No shadow of legitimacy attaches to the Communist 
governments of Eastern Europe, which are controlled from 
Moscow; and though the Communist government of Russia 
has had 38 years to earn legitimacy, it still dares not test it 
by the free vote of its people. 

No doubt possession is nine points of government, as of 
the law: but the tenth point is what gives quiet possession 
and makes for a free people. That tenth point is made up of 
many imponderables, rational and irrational, varying from 
nation to nation; Ferrero himself could never define legiti- 
macy with precision. But the nations that have it are the 
fortunate nations, and whenever legitimacy passes another 
trial, as just now in Britain, all who care about freedom under 
law must feel relieved. 


SUBTOPIA, EXURBIA, UTOPIA 
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Two strange new words have popped out of the week’s grab- 
bag, along with a familiar but long-quiescent old one. The 
new ones are “Subtopia” and “Exurbia,” the old one, “Uto- 
pia”—which hasn’t been bruited much since H. G. Wells 
guessed so wrong about the capacity of engineers to cre- 
ate an orderly world. Well, something obviously is going on 
here, but what? 

“Subtopia” is an epithet coined by London’s Architectural 
Review for the sprawling, mass suburban housing. The pub- 
lication, several years ago, found this horrifying in the U.S., 
and now finds it is threatening to turn the whole United 
Kingdom into one continuous “rope” city or “clean slum.” 

‘Exurbia” is out beyond the suburbs of New York City, 
and is peopled, so A. C. Spectorsky’s The Exurbanites would 
have us believe, by the rulers of the communications world 
—editors, writers, ad-men, actors and other “symbol manip- 
ulators.”” “These people, God save us all,” says Spectorsky, 
“set the styles, mold the fashions, and populate the dreams 
of the rest of the country.” 

Exurbanite snobbism is always of a reverse order—"‘it’s 
recognized as a sign of oldtimer stability and indifference to 
fads to affect torn sneakers and patched corduroys and faded 
jeans; here where so much is new, the old and sincerely beat- 
up has class.”” A typical such snob puts his red wine in the 
refrigerator “because he knew that red wines are supposed to 
he served at room temperature so long ago that he feels he 
not only can but should break the rules.” At all costs he 
shuns the fads his symbol-manipulation inflicts on others. 

The Exurbanite may have an income of $20,000 and spend 
$25,000, or $50,000 and spend $60,000, but always needs 
more and is always in hock. He invariably nurses a “secret 
dream” which he vainly believes may some day rescue him 
from the “rat race’’—the savagely competitive daytime world 


where the money is gleaned. All such efforts to escape are 
futile, just as moving to Exurbia is self-defeating; people who 
move to Exurbs because schools are good and uncrowded 
quickly crowd them by moving; the wide spaces that lured 
them diminish—and thus Subtopia creeps closer. 

A relief to such horrifying vistas is provided in Morris L. 
Ernst’s new book Utopia, which picks up where Plato, Sir 
Thomas More, Edward Bellamy and H. G. Wells left off. 
Ernst casts his Utopia little more than 20 years hence—to 
1976. He marshals some impressive statistics to show how 
far the U.S. has already come on the leisure road. Did you 
know, for example, that flower-growing is now a $1 billion 
industry? Or that sales of do-it-yourself power tools rose in 
six years from $7 million to $150 million? But in the future, 
atomic power will place limitless energy at every man’s fin- 
gertips, the work week will be 30 hours, average family in- 
come may reach $25,000 and the gross national product a 
nice round trillion, and the fruits of leisure will be yielding 
an American Renaissance to put that of the Medici to shame. 

Millions of ordinary Americans, not just eegheads, will be 
furiously painting, composing music, writing plays and po- 
ems. Man’s nature will change as the necessity of sweating 
for his bread evaporates: ““Coveting thy neighbor's chattels 
will, despite the last dying efforts of the advertising gentry. 
give way to emulation of the neighbor’s valid attainments, 
and pursuits of a self-contained way of life.” 

The Exurbanite’s “symbol-manipulation,” you see, is a 
doomed game. Ernst propounds a genial thought: that abun- 
dance can change human nature. But higher income in Exur- 
bia simply adds a picture window to the split-level personal- 
ity and new environment in Subtopia simply compounds old 
problems. Abundance has its rewards but they are not neccs- 
sarily of the soul.

Once again the sun shone bright upon Buganda 
and a great happiness filled the land. Two dole- 
ful years ago the British had expelled its Kaba- 
ka (king) , Mutesa IT, a trim, dark, 30-year-old 
onetime ‘officer in the Grenadier Guards, The 
Kabaka had opposed Britain’s idea for an East 
African federation in which Buganda (officially 
part of Uganda) would be linked with white- 
dominated Kenya and Tanganyika.

Until now, the President has had little time to spend at his Gettysburg 
farm or to get acquainted with the quiet families shown here, who have 
proudly become his neighbors and associates. He had bought the original 
189-acre farm in 1950 and left almost immediately for France and his 
two-year tour of duty at NATO, 

In the years since, the Eisenhowers have made flying visits to watch 
as the old farmhouse was rebuilt and the depleted farm put in shape. 
They have added more land and only last July bought an abandoned 
schoolhouse and grounds to bring their holdings to 496 acres. From a 
tower built to provide a view of the Gettysburg battlefield, tourists (chap- 
eroned by Secret Service men) will now gaze on this tranquil farm which, 
for a good part of the coming months, is likely to be the nation’s capital.

Outside of Napoleon or Julius Caesar it would be hard to pick a warrior 
whose life lent itself more readily to Cinemascopic scenes of great con- 
quest than Alexander of Macedonia, who started his military career by 
saving his father’s life (above) when he was only 18 and went on to conquer 
the whole known civilized world before he was 30. Robert Rossen has 
taken full advantage of such raw material to film, in his forthcoming Alex- 
ander the Great, some of the busiest battle scenes in movie annals. At a 
cost of $4 million he has followed Alexander's grandiose career from 
Chaeronea to Gaugamela and left little of war's horror to the imagination. 


But while much of Alexander is spectacle and high horse opera, Pro- 
ducer Rossen, a serious film maker (All the King’s Men), is not given to 
blood and thunder for its own sake. He sought to portray a psycholog- 
ically complex young man who tried to unify the world by force and only 
succeeded in destroying himself. Rossen spent three years research- 
ing his subject and the result, despite all the blood, sweat and spears, 
is a thoughtful picture of the conqueror that might please even Plutarch. 
Which version of Rossen’s Alexander moviegoers will remember best— 
the confused idealist or the early-day Davy Crockett—remains to be seen.

Yet even when the story has been stripped of all that is irrelevant 
or improbable, even when we have studied the facts accumulated 
and sifted by generations of si ‘holars, there remains outside the 
radius of positive knowledge a haze of radiant and entrancing 
mystery: we are left with six enormous question marks. 

Of what shape and substance was this miraculous youth? By 
what dreams and demons was his imagination haunted? What im- 
peratives came to mold and steel his ambition? By what magnetic 


force was he able to keep his mixed army together in the wilds of 


Asia for 10 glorious but frightful years? What destiny impelled 
him to push onward, ever further into the unknown? Above all, 
what did Alexander really feel and think about himself? 

This is not an account of campaigns, battles or conquests. It is 


an examination of the man himself. It is best therefore first to 
provide the reader with the stark outline of the story in almost 
diagrammatic form: 

396 B.C, Alexander is born at Pella, the son of Philip II, King 
of Macedonia, and his wife Olympias, Princess of Epirus. |

Even around the circumstances of his concep- 
tion and birth there hung during his lifetime a 
cloud of mystery and superstition. His father, 
Philip I, was a man of outstanding military and 
diplomatic genius, even though the Athenian or- 
ator Demosthenes denounced him as ‘a barba- 
rous pest from Macedonia—that country which 
cannot even provide a decent slave.”” Within 
a few years after his accession Philip had disci- 
plined his rough peasants and mountaineers into 
a standing army possessed of the invincible pha- 
lanx, which the mercenary forces of the Greek 
city-states were wholly unable to withstand. The 
victory of Chaeronea in 338 rendered Philip the 
master of all Greece. He was assassinated at the 
city of Edessa at the very summit of his capacities 
in the year 336. 

It is recounted that Philip first met Olympias, 
mother of Alexander, at a spring festival on the 
island of Samothrace. Theirs was not a happy 
marriage. Olympias, who claimed descent from 
Achilles, came from the rugged mountains of 
Epirus and was half Albanian. She indulged in 
secret religious rites and orgies, and was regarded 
by the citizens of the Macedonian capital of Pel- 
la as an awe-inspiring witch who cast spells upon 
her enemies and roasted her rivals over slow 
charcoal fires. 

On the night before her marriage Olympias 
dreamed that a thunderbolt, enveloped in flames, 
had crashed into her womb. She took much pleas- 
ure in repeating this dream to her attendants. 
Later, Philip, on retiring to rest, looked through 
a chink in the door of his wife’s bedroom. He 
was surprised to see her in bed with an enormous 
snake. He sent a mission to the oracle at Delphi to 
ascertain the meaning of this portent. The oracle 
replied that the snake must have been some god 
in disguise and that as a punishment for his irrev- 
erence Philip would lose (as indeed happened) the 
sight of the eye that he had applied to the door. 

Parts of this fairy story must have been re- 
peated to Alexander by his nursery maids when 
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he was a child. He did not dismiss it as en- 
tirely fantastic. Philip also remained forever un- 
certain whether Alexander was really his human 
son. From that moment he kept aloof from Olym- 
pias in superstitious fear. He had other wives 
and other children, all of whom were murdered 
by Olympias after Philip's death. And she her- 
self was eventually murdered seven years after 
her great son had been buried among the sands 
of Egypt. 

In spite of the dark doubts that would assail 
him, in spite of the disgraceful scenes that would 
occur between them, Philip from the first recog- 
nized the amazing physical and intellectual power 
of his heir. He took him as a child away from the 
women and placed him in charge of his wife's 
kinsman Leonidas, with instructions that the boy 
should be nurtured with the utmost rigor. He 
was conditioned, to endure without a whimper the 
extremes of heat and cold, of thirst and hunger. 
He was never allowed either a blanket for his 
limbs or a pillow on which to rest his golden head. 
It was this training that endowed his tough little 
body with almost superhuman powers of endur- 
ance. Yet for all his muscular energy, for all his 
incredible audacity, Alexander never quite con- 
formed to the type of perfectly normal male. He 
was bored by games, he hated having to preside so 
frequently at athletic contests, and women left 
him cold. Indeed, so distressed was Olympias at 
the sexual frigidity of her son that she summoned 
from Thessaly the courtesan Kallixene and told 
her to initiate Alexander into the precocious pas- 
sions expected of a Macedonian prince. Kallixene 
was not a success. 

When Alexander was 13 years of age, his father 
summoned to Macedonia the philosopher Aris- 
totle, the greatest teacher of all time. In order to 
remove him from the fierce petting of Olympias 
and the court atmosphere, Philip told Aristotle 
to set up his school near the remote country vil- 
lage of Mieza. Alexander was accompanied to this 
school by certain picked sons of the Macedonian 
nobility, among whom were Hephaestion, Ptolemy 
and Harpalus, the closest companions of his later

Much of Alexander's inquisitiveness must be ascribed to the 
teaching of Aristotle. During all his campaigns he never lost his 
passionate interest in geography, anthropology, meteorology and 

botany. He took an amateur interest in 

medicine and would embarrass his gen- 
erals by insisting on prescribing for them 
potions and poultices of his own inven-

pil Aristotle wrote two special treatises on 
the art of ruling and the method of estab- 
lishing colonies.

UCH parentage and training were not what a modern psychiatrist 

would recommend. For his father, Alexander felt admiration, 
mingled with resentment and even hatred. To his demon mother 
he was profoundly devoted. In after years, when he was far away, 
letters reached him from Antipater, whom he had left behind 
as Regent of Macedonia, complaining that Olympias was render- 
ing ordinary government, and even life, impossible. “Antipater 
does not understand,” sighed Alexander, “that 300 letters from 
him mean less to me than one tear from my mother’s eyes.” Yet as 
a child he had often seen her slobbering in rage or writhing upon 
the floor in delirium. As a boy, on a wild night celebrating a victory, 
he had watched his father staggering intoxicated over the naked 
corpses of Athenians, brandishing his sword like any drunkard 
and belching out a jingle about his old 
detractor Demosthenes under the great 

_ gray mountains and the watching moon. 
Leonidas had conditioned his body, Aris- 
totle his mind. These harsh experiences . 
and tremendous influences were not such 
as to create an integrated personality. 
Alexander won many great victories by 
sheer force of will, but the greatest of all 
his victories was that which, with fre- 
quent setbacks, he achieved over the dis- 
cordance within himself. 

We know something at least about his 
personal appearance and habits. He wasof MOTHER was Olympias, 
short stature and muscularly built. He had a cruel, strange woman. 
long fair hair and was clean-shaven. He 
had a tender skin which burned scarlet and not brown in the sun of 
Asia. He had a way of leaning his head sideways, drooping it over 
his left shoulder, All authorities agree that he possessed, like Adolf 
Hitler, magnetic and “astonishingly melting’ eyes. To the charm and 
ventleness of his voice and bearing there are many testimonies. 
His rage, when it mastered him, could be terrific, Strained by many 
battles and many wounds, in later life he became irritable and 
impatient; he started to drink heavily. His power of work was 
phenomenal: he could do without sleep and food, yet from time to 
time, when exhaustion came upon him, he would retire to his tent 
and sleep without waking for 36 hours. 

Although in general modest and reticent, he would, when drunk. 
brag embarrassingly. He must have been a very formidable young 
man. Long after his death, the Macedonian noble, Cassander, who 
was no neuropath, was walking slowly up the Sacred Way at Del-

of Philip II and became possessed of the most powerful military 
weapon, the Macedonian phalanx, that the world had yet known 
This famous formation consisted of 9,000 men, divided into six 
divisions of 1,500 each, and armed with the sarissa, or pike, 18 
feet in length. Although the sarissa could outrange any contem- 
porary hand weapon, and although the phalanx, with its shields 
locked and its pikes leveled, from thé front constituted an impen- 
etrable human fortress, it was too cumbrous a unit for guick 
offensive movement. It served rather as a mobile base and would 
advance with frightening precision against troops who had already 
been harassed and thrown into confusion by the cavalry, the 
archers, the javelin formations and the light armed infantry. The 
latter would frequently deride the phalanx as being composed of 
warriors who watched others do the fighting. But it was the pha- 
lanx, wheeling slowly like some prehistoric animal or horrible 
machine, advancing inexorably with its frightful battle cry and 
the clashing of shields against the pikes, that forced even the 
bravest enemy to scream and run. Such was the terror of its in- 
human aspect that on one occasion Alexander completely demor- 
alized some hill tribes merely by putting the phalanx through 
its drill upon the plain below. How could it be expected that 
this youth, endowed with genius and ambition and possessing 
this irresistible military machine, would hesitate to embark on 
a career of conquest such as the world never witnessed either 
before or since? 


A pledge of revenge 
WEN if Alexander had been afflicted with Hamlet’s disin- 


clination to accept responsibility, he would have been forced 

by circumstances to undertake a campaign against the Persians. 
Philip had publicly pledged himself to avenge the wrong done to 
Greece by the invasion of Xerxes in 480. “Alexander had been 
accepted by the League of Corinth, representing all the city-states 
with the exception of Sparta, as commander in “chiet in this great 
campaign of retribution. Even if Alexander had been unwarlike he 
would have been obliged, unless he were to sacrifice forever what 
some regarded as his upstart claim to represent the might of Hellas, 
to cross into Asia and to meet the King of Persia in the field. 

Alexander was not unwarlike. He was aflame with martial ardor 
and ambition. “His love of fame,” writes Plutarch, “was more to 
him than his kingdom or his life.”’ Yet what is so fascinating about 
Alexander is that even his ambition, limitless though it was, was 
of subtly different quality from that of other brave young men. 
Certainly he aimed at conquest, hénor, glory and fortune. Y et he 
would have acquired all the glory a man could wish for, if after 
his victory at Issus he had accepted the Persian offer of all 
their Empire west of the Euphrates. There was something in him 
that drove him ever further toward the unknown, a sort of mys- 
tic insatiability. Arrian, relying probably on Ptolemy, has defined 
it admirably. “Never,” he writes, “would Alexander have paused 
in his career of conquest, not even if he had added Europe to 
Asia and the Britannic Isles to Europe. Always would he have 
been impelled onwards in search of something unknown.” Curi- 
osity, 1f one can use so trite a word for so vast a compulsion, 
was for him a stimulus and an incentive even more powerful 
than his wish for loot and fame. 

We may doubt whether Alexander was fired by any burning re- 
sentment against Xerxes for his destruction of the Acropolis or

that he was personally moved by injuries inflicted on other cities 
a century and a half before his birth. What he did feel profoundly 
was the arrogant condescension with which the proud cities of old 
Greece had treated his father in the early days and would, if they 
so dared, treat himself. He, the descendant of Achilles, the pupil 
of Aristotle, was sneered at as a semibarbarian, an untutored strip- 
ling, an uncouth colonial, who in his young pretension claimed 
membership, nay even leadership, of the purebred Hellenic family. 

Again and again do we find proofs of how strong within him was 
the desire to surmount this sense of cultural inferiority and to 
impose himself upon august Athens as an equal, a benefactor 
and a son. With what delight, after his first battle on the Granicus, 
must he have written with his own hand the proud dedication 
which accompanied the 300 Persian panoplies dispatched to Ath- 
ens: “From Alexander and the Greeks (except the Spartans) these 
spoils of the barbarians who dwell in Asia.’ Eight years later, 
when his path was blocked by a flooded 
river in the Punjab, he was heard to utter 
most revealing words. “Oh Athens!” he 
shouted, “if you only knew what perils 
[ am undergoing in order to win glory 
in your eyes!” 

It is true, as many historians have em- 
phasized, that in forming his great army 
Philip had denuded the Macedonian ex- 
chequer and that if the state were not to 
go bankrupt, vast loot had to be secured 
immediately. But Alexander never noticed 
money and was one of those impatient 
people who believe that finances always WEAD of Alexander 
settle themselves. 

There was about him a supernatural 
recklessness which can only be explained by some belief in his 
divine mission, or at least some certainty that he was entitled to, 
and would receive, the special protection of the gods. In the early 
battles against the King of Persia. in the fierce assault on Tyre. he 
was justified in taking immense risks in order to convince his own 
troops as well as the enemy that he was possessed of miraculous 
powers. But why, after the King of Persia had been captured and 
slain, did Alexander persist in similarly exposing himself to any 
chance javelin or arrow? He must have known that the fate of the 
whole Empire he had created depended upon himself alone. Why 
therefore did he obstinately refuse, until it was too late, to provide 
himself with an heir to his inheritance (his only son was born after 
his death), or to consider even for a moment what would happen 
to his armies and his provinces if he disappeared? 

The problem cannot be explained satisfactorily in terms of fatal- 
ism, self-assurance or immense egoism. We cannot hope to explain 
Alexander unless we realize also that he was superstitious, and 
superstitious in a way which is difficult for us to understand.

Stealing a sacred shield 


IS first action on crossing into Asia was to visit the tomb of 
fh his ancestor Achilles upon the plain of Troy. He sacrificed sol- 
emnly in the Temple of Athena; he ran three times naked around 
the mound raised above Achilles’ bones; and he took away with 
him the sacred shield of Ilium which had been preserved in the 
temple all those hundreds of years. He contended thereafter that it 
was this shield which saved his life when he was pierced to the 
lung in an Indian stronghold near Multan. 

His attitude toward auguries was not wholly consistent. Some- 
times, when his soothsayers said that the month was unpropitious 
for any grave hazard, he would force them to change the name of 
the month so that all would be well. At other times he would take 
such portents with great seriousness, as when he delayed the storm- 
ing of Halicarnassus because a swallow had fluttered round his tent 
when he was enjoying his siesta. Again, when he was about to cross 
the Oxus River in Central Asia, the entrails of the beasts he sacri- 
ficed proved in an ill-omened condition. He sought to persuade the 
hepatoscopist Aristander to deliver a more favorable interpretation. 
Aristander refused, and Alexander waited for days in a fever of im- 
patience until the rams when cut open showed the sort of shape 
and color of liver that would permit him to cross. He never took 
any risks with the foreign deities whom he encountered on his 
journeys: at Memphis he underwent all the ceremonies demanded 
of him by the Egyptian priesthood, at Babylon he sacrificed, with 
all the Chaldean ritual, to Bel. 

Then we have the two perplexing stories of the Gordian knot and 
the visit to the oracle of Zeus Ammon in Egypt.

Always outnumbered, always triumphant 


F his military genius there can be no question whatsoever. In 
B almost every battle he was outnumbered and he always tri- 
umphed by force of will. The speed of his movement was extraor- 
dinary; once he surprised the enemy by marching 135 miles in 
three days and nights. He was astonishingly responsive to new 
conditions and coped with equal dexterity with the seythed char- 
lots of Darius or the elephants of the Indian Porus. 

As a leader of men he was unsurpassed. He had an astonishing 

memory for names and faces and would before a battle ride through 
the ranks, calling each company, and even platoon, leader by his 
name, He would visit his men in hospital, see to their comforts and 
amusements, speak to them in their own rough dialect. Above all. 
he would never demand of them anything that he would not endure 
himself. Conspicuous in his shining helmet and great plume, it 
was he always that led the assault. Apart from many minor wounds 
he was severely wounded at least seven times. His wide ruddy 
torso, when he bared it before his army during the mutiny at Opis, 
was seen to be striped with scars, During the dreadful journey 
through the wastes of the Mekran he was offered some water in a 
helmet; although almost dead with thirst, he emptied the water 
on the ground because he would not drink when his men could 
not drink. 
_ Yet even all this does not wholly explain the will and magnet- 
ism that enabled him to keep his army intact. Is it so surprising 
that even in his own lifetime there were those who said that he 
was not of mortal mold? 

Just before the fall of Tyre, the Persian king Darius sent mes- 
sages to Alexander offering him the whole of Asia Minor, and by 
implication Egypt also, as well as a vast sum of money, if only 
he would consent to peace. At the council that followed, Parmenion, 
the veteran general of Philip, remarked, “I should accept these 
terms, were I Alexander.” ‘And so should I.” 
answered, “were I Parmenion.” 

It would have been so easy, in that summer of 332, to secure 
an honorable peace. He had defeated the Persians in twe pitched 
battles and had reduced the impregnable island fortress of Tyre. 
At Tarsus and Damascus he had seized trophies and treasures un- 
dreamt of. Why not return in triumph to Macedonia and receive 
from Athens a crown of gold? It is when one considers these al- 
ternatives that the career of Alexander seems so incomprehensible, 
It is not as if he had been a wild man, intoxicated by the wonder 
of his own success. He was practical, hardheaded, shrewd. Was it 
that he was determined to press onwards against Persia, to capture 
Darius alive or dead, and to ride in triumph through Persepolis? 
He achieved all these objectives. He was even able to restore to 
Athens the statues of Harmodins and Aristaneiten which VY...

SCENTS, BRAILLE TELL CHILDREN ABOUT FLOWERS 


In the sightless world of the seven blind children 
who attend P.S. 157 in Brooklyn, “flower” is a word 
for something they can never hope to see. But on a 
recent visit to the Brooklyn Botanic Garden they 
found that flowers can be known in many other ways. 
Exploring Botanic’s new “Garden of Fragrance,” the 
children found plant after plant selected for its scent, 
fingered the accompanying descriptions in Braille. 
There were herbs like lavender and sage, aromatic 


shrubs like hayberry and fragrant flowers such as the 
tuberose. In other parts of the garden Braille signs 
reading “please touch the plants’ acquainted them 
with the trumpet shape of flowering tobacco and 
the plume of celosia, the velvety touch of mullein 
and the spiny feel of hawthorne and barrel cactus.

HEAVY HAND WITH LIGHT TOUCH 


The ponderous steel structure shown on the previous page, towering 
60 feet over the dwarfed figures of technicians, is a mammoth uni- 
versal testing machine, the world’s biggest, which went into operation 
last month at Lehigh University, Bethlehem, Pa. Built by the Baldwin- 
Lima-Hamilton Corp., the tester can stretch or squeeze anything up to 
40 feet high with a force of five million pounds. Yet it is so sensitive 
that it can snuff out a candle without buckling it (above). 

The machine's immense power is exerted by a hydraulically driven 
crossbeam which rides up and down between a pair of threaded shafts. 
It squeezes by descending on objects placed on a steel block at the bot- 
tom of the tester, and stretches by pulling down on objects suspended 
from the top. Because of the tester’s unmatched capacity, engineers 
can test big structures, even entire bridges, between its massive jaws.

Father Coughlin, political figure of the ‘30s, now tends his parish 


In a parish in suburban Detroit a Catholic 
priest who became a major political figure in the 
U.S. last month marked with no ceremony the 
Zoth anniversary of his first entrance on the 
national scene. [In October 1930 the CBS radio 
network carried a sermon by the Rev. Charles 
E. Coughlin of Royal Oak, Mich. It was the 
first of a series of national broadcasts by the 
priest who, talking more about politics than re- 
ligion, was soon one of the most controversial 
figures of the turbulent ‘30s. 

Father Coughlin turned his wrath against 


both the wealthy and the unions. He had an 
audience of 15 million who contributed to his 
National Union for Social Justice. In 1936 the 
Union put up William Lemke as a third-party 
candidate for the presidency. He was badly de- 
feated. Countless Americans called Coughlin a 
rabble rouser and finally he was ordered to con- 
fine himself to parish activities. After 1942 he 
lapsed into obscurity. Today, a mellow man of 
64, Father Coughlin spends his days in the 
parish he has led since 1926 (below). “It was a 
horrible mistake to enter politics,” he says,

The fighting that erupted last week on the 
Israeli-Egyptian border, the worst since 
1949, has been linked to the arms deal 
with Czechoslovakia that Egypt announced 
last September. The fight began with an 
attack by the Israelis. They probably hoped 
to weaken Egypt before the new arms could 
be used.

AMAL ABDEL NASSER received me at his home to discuss his deal 
( to purchase arms from Czechoslovakia, the deal by which he had over- 
joyed the Soviet, flabbergasted the West and sent Israel running to Paris 
and Geneva crying for help. It was 2 a.m. and the house was quiet. Qut- 
side, his children’s tovs lay abandoned under the floodlights in the 
eraveled front yard. The only sound in the stillness was the soft scuffle 
of a guard pacing along the walls of the courtyard with a German shep- 
herd on a leash. It was the balmy stillness of an Egyptian night, the 
peaceful time which Nasser likes best for his reflections. Just now they 
were a source of satisfaction to him and he chuckled. 

“T know they are saying Solod [Russia’s ambassador to Egypt Daniel 
Solod] is the world’s greatest salesman,” Nasser said, “hut that is not 
quite the way it was. It was my own idea. I had hesitated for two 
months but at last T called for Solod and I said, “Sell us arms.’ Really, 
I was surprised when he accepted.” 

Nasser chuckled again and reached for his orange juice, 

“The British thought T was bluffing and they tried to bluff me out of 
going through with it. But now we are getting the arms. They are for 
defense and not for attack. 

‘Now, after we have made the arms deal, people are saying that Israel 
may start a preventive war, Nasser said, just 20 hours before the Is- 
raelis attacked. “But I have been expecting them to start a war ever since 
they attacked in the Gaza border strip on Feb. 28. Before that I had be- 
lieved they did not want trouble. After that I knew better. Otherwise I 
would not have bought arms and would have saved the money instead.” 

Nasser said he initiated the Czech arms deal in the first week of June. 
The day after Solod agreed, Nasser went to U.S. Ambassador Henry A. 
Byroade and told him, he said, that unless the West would now produce 
the weapons he wanted, he would get them from the Reds. 

“Two days after that the British ambassador, Sir Humphrey Trevelyan, 
came and threatened me. He said that if 
Egypt took any weapons from Russia, 
we would never get another from Eng- 
land. I replied that I had let the West 
know about the deal only so that we 
would understand each other and not in 
order to be threatened. | told him his at- 
titude left me no choice.” Nasser chuck- 
led again. “I think they thought I was 
bluffing. 

“The deal with Czechoslovakia was an 
emergency,” he went on. “But we still 
have uncompleted deals with Britain and 
with other countries. We still hope to 
fulfill these deals, but if we are not per- 
mitted...” 

But as a military man was he not afraid 
that in taking weapons indiscriminately 
from East and West he was assembling a 
hodgepodge of unrelated tools, thereby 
doubling and tripling his supply and 
maintenance requirements and abandon- 
ing the proved value of standardization?

Nasser jutted his handsome jaw. “Don’t talk to me about standardi- 
zation,” he said. “In staff college | was a professor of standardization. 

“In supplying an army you are dominated by many factors. One of the 
factors is standardization but a bigger one is the country’s ability to 
supply the army. You in America can have any weapon you want any 
time you want it and in any quantity. But this is not true in Egypt. What 
we needed here was firepower. It was better to have many kinds of fire- 
power than not to have any, 

“Anyhow, my supply problem is already a big one. I have some British 
tanks and some American tanks and different kinds of guns. They need 
different kinds of ammunition and we have to supply it any way we can. 
Israel has the same problem.” 


The threat of military missions 


UT had Nasser not always maintained that he would not and could 

} not accept military aid from the U.S. mainly because doing so would 
mean having a U.S. military mission in the country? Having just got the 
British out of Suez, did he not hate to have foreign military men around? 
Would it not be necessary now to bring in Russian and Czech technicians 
to teach his army how to use and maintain their unfamiliar new weapons? 

“Tt is true that I am against military missions,’ he said. “But what 
makes you think this deal means a military mission from Russia? A long 
time ago we sent some of our best men to Czechoslovakia for training. 
Some of them already have finished their training and are back here 
now instructing other officers and men. We will do our own mainte- 
nance and training. 

“But really, in any case, I feel that this question of technicians and 
instructors is not so important as people think. A Sherman tank is not 
so different from a Stalin and a MiG is not very different from a Vam- 
pire. A tank is a tank and to my mind all 
a tank needs is a driver and a gunner. 
An airplane is an airplane. All it needs 
is a pilot. 

“Moreover, our technicians are already 
very good, even without special training. 
We have the best technicians in this part 
of the world and the best machine shops 
and maintenance facilities. My men have 
been able to assemble some airplanes us- 
ing only the handbooks for instruction.” 

(That was the closest Nasser would 
approach to admitting, as has been ru- 
mored, that Egypt has already received 
MiGs.) 

And I will tell you this. There are not 
any Russian or Czech technicians in 
Egypt.” 

(The rumor persists, however, that 
whether or not they are here now, Rus- 
sian technicians have been inside Egypt 
within the last two months.)

fact, did he not see a danger that this costly program would hurt the 
internal development program which Egypt so sorely needs and which 
hitherto has been his all-consuming objective? 

“One must fix priorities,” he said. “We planned to build 200 rural 
community centers this year to combine the needs of health and edu- 
cation. We have had to reduce that to 100. But to my mind it is worth- 
less to push ahead with social development and leave the country’s 
borders undefended.” 

Nasser had always maintained that he was a stout anti-Communist 
and since the deal has said more than once that he was importing only 
Communist weapons, not Communist principles. But did he not fear 
that in fact Communist principles might well sneak in, whether he 
liked it or not, crated in the same box with the weapons? 

He pondered that long and carefully, sipping his orange juice and 
sucking hungrily on the 10th cigaret he had smoked in the last hour. 
“Naturally the people are going to feel sympathy and gratitude toward 
the Russians. That is natural. For a long time they have felt they could 
not have justice. They have felt that those who called themselves 
Egypt's friends only wanted to deprive her, to keep her weak in front 
of a strong Israel. Now suddenly they discover that a new friend is 
ready to help them after all, Would you not believe that they would 
naturally feel gratitude and friendship?” 


Gratitude is not Communism 


UT gratitude is not the same thing as Communist principles. 
Indeed the greatest thing the arms deal has done is to give our 
people a feeling of pride in themselves and pride in their country. That 
pride is the best stimulant for patriotism and it is the best protection 
against any foreign domination, including Communism.” 

What, after all this, would be Egypt's relations with the West, 
particularly the United States with whom she has had a developing 
friendship? 

“The Arabs had never hoped for much from England or France. 
But ever since your President Roosevelt spoke of the four freedoms, 
the Arabs had looked to the United States with hope. We had always 
thought you would help us win our freedom. When you did not— 
when you took the side of your allies, Britain and France—we felt 
betrayed and disappointed in you. The feeling was stronger against you 
because we had hoped for something from you while we had hoped for 
nothing from the others.” 

Must we take it then that in buying Russian arms Nasser had made 
it possible for the Soviets to establish a favored position in Egypt? 

“No, [ think not,” Nasser said. “I have always said that defense 
of the Middle East must depend primarily upon the people of the 
Middle East. It must be inspired from within. But if there were a 
major war, we would still cooperate with those whose interests were 
like our interests. T can only answer your question with a ques- 
tion. Do you believe that if there were a major war it would be 
the West that would invade the Middle East?”

Bernard V. Bothmer, an Egyptian art expert at 
Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts, has what his 
wife calls ‘a good eye for breaks.” For years he 
brooded about an Egyptian stone head in the 
Pennsylvania University Museum in Philadel- 
phia which had been broken off its body—pos- 
sibly, experts thought, a 16th Century B.C. 
statue of a queen. Finally he concluded that, 
since the head was stretched forward, it be- 
longed to a figure that was leaning forward. So 
Mr. Bothmer set out to find such a statue. 
Corresponding with the world’s major mu- 
seurns, he located a likely candidate in Cairo— 
a Ninth Century B.C. statue of King Osorkon 
II kneeling behind an inscribed slab. Bothmer 
hastened to Cairo where he noted with satis- 
faction that the king was made of the same 
flecked granite and had the same kind of neck 
break as the Philadelphia head. Two weeks ago 
Bothmer placed a plaster cast of the head on 
the statue (right), triumphantly announced 
that the breaks fit together perfectly. But King 
Osorkon’s real head is still some 5,000 miles 
away from his body and museum officials are 
doubtful they would ever get together again.

A couple of dreamers find farmng 


to be anything but a romantic idyl 


Most city dwellers at one time or another have had the 

dream of escaping their hectic urban lives for the simple 

existence of the farm. The dream takes different forms 

but usually involves a rustic house, a garden, pigs, chick- | 
ens and a cow—all that is needed to provide shelter and | 
food in return for a minimum of work. 

Nobody had the dream more strongly than two for- | 
mer LIFE photographers, Otto and Hansel Mieth Hagel, 
who had come to the U.S. from Germany 25 years ago 
—and had returned once to record what the years had 
done to the family in their home town of Fellbach (LIFE, 
June 26, 1950). Unlike most of the dreamers the Hagels 
put theirs to the test. In 1941 they bought 468 hilly 
acres near Santa Rosa, Calif. Otto, a strong-armed and 
strong-minded individual, built the farmhouse and 
barns with his own hands. Hansel, a gentle person who 
loves animals, gathered a barnyard of livestock and 
made pets of most of them. But the pair, who are now 
in their middle 40s, have never been able to sit back 
and enjoy their initial dream. “‘It is 365 days of work 
a year,” they have found, ‘‘except leap years when there 
is an extra day of work.” And the compassionate Hagels 
are continually faced “‘with killing a goose named Elmer 
or a pig named Oink, whose name and personality fol- 
low us to the table.” 

But the Hagels have weathered their decade-and-a- 
half of the good life gracefully. Now, with warm humor 
—and a remote control device—they have photographed 
themselves and described realistically, in accompanying 
captions, their idyllic ordeal, They start at left with a 
half-satirical panorama of their original rosy dream 
and then show what happened when they woke up.

A STALWART LION DOG 
HOLDS A LEDGE

T the next turn I halted short, suddenly quivering. The 

“ ledge ended—and there lay the lion, licking a bloody paw. 
Tumultuous indeed were my emotions, yet I did not seem con- 
scious of fear. Jones had told me never, in close quarters, to 
take my eyes off a lion. I forgot. In the wild excitement of a 
chance for an incomparable picture I forgot.
